The UFO Club, which was closed by Richland County, 

S. C. court order on 1/15/70, has given up their fight in 
court to maintain control of the building where they were 
located and recently moved their equipment from the building 
indicating that they would use this equipment in other coffee 
houses located in other states. Informants and sources advised 
that no efforts will be made to reopen a similar type coffee 
house restaurant in the Columbia area. Prior to closing, 
the UFO Club was known for its anti-war, anti-draft and 
anti-establishment activities. 

The only two active dissident groups in the State 
of South Carolina at the present time are the Student 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) at the University of S. C., 
Columbia, which is not affiliated with the national SMC, 
and a new organization known as Progressive Students For 
Change (PSC) at USC, Columbia, which works as a coalition ! 
group with SMC at USC. Informants and sources within the \ 
two groups advise that the leaders of the two groups do not 
get along and are continuously arguing over policy and the 
direction to take in attempting to organize students at USC. 

At the last combined meeting of the two groups they had !. 

approximately 30 students and non-students present. It is ^ 
noted that USC has an enrollment of over 14,000 students. 
Informants have indicated that neither organization has 
been effective in organizing students or adopting a program 
to follow in an effort to gain members to their organization.

Columbia area in an effort to insure that an UFO type 
club does not obtain license in the Columbia area. CSRBBK 
stated that in the event they do attempt to obtain 
he believes he is in a position to have the City License 
Division deny license to this club. 

Regarding the SMC and PSC , informants have advised 
that due to the dissension among the leaders of the two groups 
they are of the, opinion that the two groups will probably 
destroy their effectiveness among the liberal element at 
USC and in the Columbia area. Informants state at the present 
time the two groups are working together to organize demonstrators 
for the 4/24/71 demonstration to take place in Washington, 

D. C., which is sponsored by the National Peace Action Coalition. 
Informants are of the opinion that they will have very little 
success in obtaining a group to travel to Washington, D. C. 
for the demonstration. 

Informants have also advised that SMC and PSC 
have had very few meetings since organizing and due to their 
failure to have adequate leadership the possibility exists 
that they will fold as a campus organization prior to the 
end of the school year. 


II. PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

Due to the dissension between SMC and PSC, informants 
have been instructed to discreetly further the polarization 
between the leaders through their conversations with the 
leaders, agreeing with the remarks which are derogatory to 
the leaders of the other group. It is believed that if they 
discredit the leaders of the two groups in this manner, 
the two groups will eventually split making both organizations 
incapable of causing or organizing demonstrations or rallies 
at USC. 


It is noted that during May, 1970, numerous arrests * 
were made by the State of South Carolina after the Administration

It is noted that the SMC group at USC remains 
as an ineffective organization in their efforts to organize 
students and to arrange rallies and demonstrations . In this 
regard, a new organization known as PSC has attempted to 
take over the SMC activities and through their efforts they 
have divided the leadership of the two groups which has made 
it . impossible for the groups to build their organization 
through demonstrations and rallies at USC. 

The PSC organization, having a limited membership, 
has held very few meetings since their organization and it 
is doubtful that the leadership will be in a position to 
build an effective organization during the second semester 
of 1971. In this regard the majority of the members of the 
SMC organization are disenchanted with their President and 
in all probability will cause the organization to become 
ineffective prior to the end of the school year 1971.

The AWARE organization, a student group at the 
University of South Caiolina, (USC), Columbia, S. C., 
affiliated with SDS, continues as the only militant New Left 
organization in the state of South Carolina. 

The UFO Club, which was located at 1732 Main St., 
Columbia, S. C., a coffee house type restaurant, originally 
organized by the National Mobilization Committee to End the 
War in Vietnam (NMC), has been closed since 1-15-70. The 
UFO Club was closed on a Richland County, S. C., court order 
indicating that the Club was a public nuisance. 

Efforts were made to open a new club similar to the 
UFO Club; however, the two individuals attempting to obtain 
a location have been unable to rent a downtown store building 
for their operation. The name of the new club was to be the 
Universal Life Service Corp. , indicating that it was a 
religious mission of the St. Mark Universal Life Church. 

I. POTENTIAL COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

On 5-7-70, 

Columbia, S. C., advised that he has placed a stop with the 
License Division of the city of Columbia concerning the 
Universal Life Service Corp. or similar type name in the 
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event they attempt to obtain a license to open a coffee house 
restaurant. He advised that he believes that through this 
division and other city departments, he will be able to 
stop the club from opening a coffee house restaurant in the 
downtown area of Columbia. 


On 6-18-70, 

USC, advised that the University has instituted a program of 
conducting a security check on each transfer student attempting 
to enter the University for the fall of 1970. In the event 
they have been in trouble at the previous school or are a 
member of a dissid^Ttcrganization, their transfer application 
will be denied. C3SUI stated that he believes that this 
method will save the University possible trouble from dissident 
individuals in the fall of 1970. 


lalso advised that USC plans to review all 
applications for charters of student groups very carefully 
in the fall of 1970 and to attempt to discourage dissident 
type groups from obtaining a charter. He advised that he is 
following this matter closely and will appreciate any infor- 
mation received by other police agencies concerning the 
possible organization of dissident groups at USC. 


Informants have stated that the New Left groups in 
Columbia, S. C., have no plans for demonstrations, rallies or 
other dissident activity during the summer months of 1970, 

It is noted that a majority of the students who are connected 
with the AWARE group and UFO Club have left Columbia, S. C., 
for their permanent residences for the summer months. 


II. PENDING COUNTERIN TELLIGENCE ACTION 

Richland County ,. Columbia , 

S. C., advised that he plans to maintain pressure on the 
administrators at USC in an effort to limit the use of 
University ^wriLities to outside groups connected with the 
New Left. Qgggjt stated that through the arrest and conviction 
of the UFO group, the New Left activities in the downtown 
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area of Columbia, S. C., has been hendered and has made it 
very difficult for the UFO personnel to make their usual 
contacts. He advised that he plans to stop University 
officials from allowing the student center to be used as a 
meeting place for off-campus dissident groups. 



AI and SI subject of the 

Columbia Division and leader in the AWARE organization, is 
presently awaiting court action on charges of malicious 
damage to real and personal property in the private building 
which houses Local Bmrd 40 of the Selective Service System. 
Since his arrest, 93*9 has been inactive in the Columbia 
area and is presently in Atlanta, Geore^a, being employed 
in a printing shop in that city. £391 has indicated to 
informants that he is afraid to travel around the Columbia 
area as he is of the opinion that the local and state law 
enforcement officials are watching him and would arrest him 
for any possible violation of the law if they have a chance. 


III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

The closing of the UFO Club on 1-15-70, on a local 
court order has limited the contacts of the employees with 
the college students and the soldiers stationed at Fort 
Jackson. At the present time the group has no location or 
meeting place where they can gather with soldiers to further 
their anti-war and anti-draft activities.

Columbia, S. C., advised that since the closing of the UFO, 
the conscientious objectors on the part of soldiers at Fort 
Jackson, have dropped to a normal level, and they are having 
very little difficulty with dissident type soldiers at Fort 
Jackson. 

As stated, the arrest of has li ra i ted 
his militant activity in the Columbia area and his fear of 
being arrested has caused him to move to Atlanta, Georgia, 
where he resides with his grandparents and to obtain gainful 
employment which is his first known employment in several 
years . 
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On 5-7-70, a student strike was called at USC by 
the various student members which resulted in 41 individuals 
being arrested for refusing to leave the Russell House, the 
student center at USC. Thirty one of the individuals were 
students at the University and contargedthemo^^acJ^U'e^ 
dissident leaders.

been permanent ly dismissed from the University for their 
activities in the takeover of the Russell House. The other 
19 individuals have been suspended for various periods of 
time, up to two years. 


On 5-11-70, approximately 75 individuals unlawfully 
entered the Administration Building, USC, and destroyed all 
records and furniture in the south wing. Since that date, 
approximately 36 warrants have been issued for individuals 
identified so far as entering the building. This list includes 
several other dissident individuals in the Columbia area 
and according to University officials, those involved will 
also be permanently dismissed from the University. 


It is believed that the individuals permanently 
dismissed from the University contained the most active 
individuals in the New Left movement at USC and will severely 
limit their activities in the fall of 1970 in the AWARE 
organization or similar type groups.

The AWARE Organization, a student group at 
the University , of South Carolina (USC) , Columbia, S. C;, 
affiliated with SDS, continues to be the only militant 
New Left organization in the area covered by the Columbia 
Division. 

The UFO Club, 1732 Main St., Columbia, S. C. , 
a coffeehouse type restaurant, originally organized by 
the National Mobilization Committee to End the War in Vietnam 
was closed on a court order 1/15/70. Prior to the UFO 
Club being closed, it was considered anti-war, anti-draft 
and anti-establishment in its operation. 

Informants have advised that a new club will be 
opened in the near future at 1219 Main St., Columbi a , 
under the name^ Uxt i v ersa 1 Liie_Ser_vi ce Cor p . 
former employee of the UFO Club, i"s one of the^™^^ 
4tndlv^luals planning to open a new establishment attempting 
to exhibit a religious type front for the organization. 
Numerous repairs have to be made to the building prior to 
their occupying same and it is estimated it will probably 
be May, 1970, before they can be open for business.

VflHalso advised of the fact that the New Left 
was using the Russell House, the Student Union Center at 
USC, for meetings on Saturday and Sunday, referring to the 
meetings as "UFO in Exile," where they were showing 
underground type films to soldiers from Ft. Jackson and 
other individuals who desired to attend the meetings. He 
was also apprised of the numerous hippie type individuals 
using the Russell House as living quarters and not being 
students at USC. 


subsequently appeared before the trustees 
and advised^ttiat they have now instructed the administration 
at USC to place the use of the Russell House as off limits 
to noil-students, specifically the UFO in exile, and to 
institute a system of checks at the Russell House that only 
enrolled students and faculty at USC could use the facilities, 
In this regard, a guest must be in the company of the

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2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

The Columbia Division has contacted the Internal 
Revenue Service, Columbia, S. C., in accordance with Bureau 
letter 8 / 7 / 69 , and furnished information to Internal Revenue 
Service concerning the UFO Club having live entertainment 
onFrida^^ynd Saturday nights and charging admission.

3 . Tangible Results 

It is noted that at the time of referenced Columbia 
letter, 8 / 6 / 69 , the college groups were inactive for the 
summer months and have only recently reformed to commence ' 
the school year; therefore, no counterintelligence activity 
could be directed against the organization during the summer 
months. It is also noted the customers at the UFO Club were 
slack during the summer months and very little activity was 
noted on the part of the management and employees of the UFO 
Club. On one occasion, the manager and an employee were 
arrested by the local police near the Main Gate to the Ft. 
Jackson military reservation where they \e?e attempting to 
solicit soldiers for interview concerning their possibly 
being Conscientious Objectors. Subsequent to their arrest, 
information was furnished to the appropriate law enforcement^ 
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agency concerning the background of the manager who 'in 
•' turn advised the City Judge who was trying the case. The' 
City Judge sentenced the manager to 30 days in jail and a 
$100 fine on a charge of Disorderly Conduct.

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action f 


The UFO Club has been having live entertainment on 
Friday and Saturday nights of each week whicn includes bands, 
soul type music by various groups, plays and other anti-war 
and anti-draft type entertainment. Informants have furnished 
information that on the nights they had the live entertainment 
the UFO Club charges . 75£ per customer for admittance to defray 
the cost of the band and possibly make some money for the UFO 
Club. It is believed that the club is not paying Federal

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income tax on the admission charges and the Bureau has been 
requested by separate communication to authorize the Columbia 
Division to furnish this information to Internal Revenue Service 
at Columbia, S. C. It is believed that this action in the 
event the club has not been paying taxes would cause them 
additional financial burdens as sources indicate they are 
presently having financial difficulties. 

The Columbia Division has also alerted sources of 
the possibility of observing individuals using Marijuana or 
'other drugs at the UFO Club or having the drugs on their 
person. Sources were instructed to immediately contact the 
FBI, who would in turn notify the appropriate law enforcement 
agency where arrests could be made. City Police Officers have 
indicated that in the event they can make two or three arrests 
at the UFO Club on drug charges, they can institute a hearing 
to have the license for the UFO Club lifted and put the 
organization out of business. 

II. PENDIN G COUNTERINTELLIGENCE A CTION 

The Columbia Division had two sources from Shaw Air 
Force Base, S. C., visiting the UFO Club on weekly basis 
and during these visits they would pick up large volumes “71/ 
of dissident type papers, magazines and pamphlets allegedly 
to be distributed in dayrooms at Shaw Air Force Base, fas 
literature was subsequently destroyed in an incinerator. 

Through this action, the two sources were taking a large 
volume of this literature out of the UFO Club and costing the 
club additional expenses "In stocking new literature. Prior 
to the two sources leaving the Columbia area in June and July, 
1969, the UFO Club had put up signs requesting that the 
literature taken by the individuals be paid for as they did not 
I have the necessary funds to replace the material. Other 
/sources now visiting the UFO Club have been advised to pick 
/up as much literature as possible when having a valid excuse 
I for distribution while not paying for the same.

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS - 

The AWARE Organization sponsored a demonstration 
for the arrival of President NIXON in Columbia, S. C., on 
May 3, 1969. Through close liaison with Secret Service 
and various police agencies, the Columbia Division was 
able to furnish information as received from FBI informants 
as to the plans for their demonstration at the Columbia 
Metropolitan Airport upon the arrival of President NIXON. 

By furnishing this information in advance, the Lexingtn 
* County Sheriff's Office, assisted by other law enforcement 
agencies, confronted the leaders of the AWARE Organization 
as they arrived in the area where the President’s plane 
landed demanding that the sticks and red flags be turned 
over to the law enforcement officers. A scuffle ensued 
and seven demonstrators were arrested with two of the 
individuals being the leaders of the AWARE Organization. 

This action dampened any further activities by the AWARE 
Organization to have an organized demonstration upon the 
arrival of President NIXON. It was also ascertained from 
informants as to the location that the AWARE members planned 
to confront the President’s car with their signs and banners 
and with this information the Secret Service planned an 
alternate route which saved the President the embarrassment 
of observing the signs and banners of the AWARE Organization.

1 . False Allegations of Police Brutality 

For information of the Bureau, the Columbia Division 
presently has two active New Left Groups at colleges or 
universities within the State of South Carolina. The University 
of South Carolina has a group known as AWARE which is ah ultra- 
liberal anti-war organization. Furman University at Greenville, 
S. C., has a chapter of the Southern Students Organizing 
Committee (SSOC) . 

During the existence of the SSOC Chapter at Furmanly 
and the AWARE Group at the University of South Carolina. 
neither group has been involved in any demonstration where 
there has been a confrontation between the police and the 
groups. The AWARE group at the University of South Carolina 
held a prayin at Rutledge Chapter during the past school 
year in sympathy with theatres t of 2 or 3 soldiers at Ft. 

Jackson, S. C. , for their attempt to hold prayers at a chapel 
against the Vietnam War. The prayin lasted approximately 
10 to lb minutes with the group consisting of approximately 
15 individuals disbanding without causing any incidents. 

The SSOC Chapter at Furman University has not been 
involved in any demonstrations where the police were used to 
control or to break up the demonstration. 
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On 3/20/68, a demonstration was held at the State 
Capitol Building in Columbia, S. C. , being sponsored by the 
Black Power Group at South Carolina State College and Claflin, 
predominately Negro schools at Orangeburg, S. C. From 
observation it was noted that several white students and 
members of the AWARE Group from the University of South 
Carolina were present in this group at the State Capitol 
Building. During the demonstration the Black Power Group, 
which included the white students, attempted on several 
occasions to cause incidents with the South Carolina Highway 
Patrol Officers^ but due to well disciplined officers, there 
were no incidents or arrests. 


2 . Immorality 


No information has been received from sources or 
informants to indicate that’ members of the AWARE Group at 
the University of South Carolina or the SSOC Group at Furman 
are involved in immorality insofar as their living habits are 
concerned. 




3 . Action By College Administrators 
On 6/3/68, 

niversity of South Carolina, and a confident ial source , 
advised that Dr. THOMAS JONES of the University has issued a 
letter to all students that starting with the fall term of 196$ 
any demonstration or gathering of students for speeches, etc., 
must be approved by his office and that permits must be obtained 
for demonstrations. He advised that failure to follow the 
above ins truct^rr^^the students will be dismissed from the 
University. stated that Dr. JONES has indicated 

he plans to deal severely with any student who is involved 
in demonstration or destruction of— aroperty at the University. 


As. of this date, neither of the New Left Groups have 
made any demands of the college nor have they been involved in 
insurgence which would involve official action by the college. 


In the event any information is obtained that New Left 
Groups arc planning any militant action or any information is 
' received concerning false allegations or immorality of the New 
/' Left Groups, this information will be immediately furnished 
the Bureau.

Re Bureau letter to all offices dated 5/10/68. 
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The New Left organizations in the State of South,' ' f 
Carolina are relatively new and are having difficulty in 
maintaining their organizations. For instance, a group of 
students at the University of South Carolina, Columbia, S. C. , . 
organized a group known as Aware in the spring of 1966. 

In 4/68 the group disbanded due to a lack of interest and 
dissension between the members. At the time the group dis- 
banded there were 6 members in attendance. 

The only other New Left movement presently active 
is the Southern Students Organizing Committee (SSOC) at 
Furman University. On 5/23/68, Tt was ascertained that 
their group would not hold any further meetings or sponsor 
any speakers until the fall term at Furman in 1968. 

- Regarding the Aware group it was subsequently 
ascertained that the remainder. of the group decided to 
remain dormant until the fall semester of 1968, at which 
time they planned to reorganize and attempt to attract new 
members. The Aware group during the past year attempted to 
sponsor various speakers at the University and organize 
demonstrations: however, their efforts met with little success ,

When the Aware group organized in 1966 the 
constitution of the group stated that the purpose of the 
organization is for the stimulation and implementation of 
discussion on the part of Univpifsity of South Carolina students ^ 
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as individuals, the dissemination of ideas which would lead 
students into an awareness of the full spectrum of political 
and social thought and the consideration and action of open 
matters pertaining to the intellectual and physical well- 
being of the Carolina Community. 


Various informants have described the group as a 
"bunch of nuts," Left Wing peacenix type. It was also 
considered by sources as an ultra liberal anti-war, anti- 
draft group.

Columbia, S. C. , for Killeen, Texas, where they planned to 
open a coffeehouse restaurant catering to military personnel 
and individuals who are of draft age.

4/26/68, at which time he resigned. flHH9J^was interested 
in having the members of the Aware group form a chapter of 
SSOC or the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) ; however, 
due to a' lack of interest the group remained as Aware and 
finally became dormant on 4/26/68. 



As previously stated, the New Left organizations 
in the State of South Carolina are comparatively new and the 
Columbia Division is presently developing informants in order 
that prompt, accurate information regarding their plans, 
activities and the identity of their members can be obtained 
in order that the Columbia Division may establish an effective 
counterintelligence operation. After their identities have 
been obtained, an individual case file is opened on each 
member in order to obtain background information and ascertain 
their activities which is essential in establishing a counter-, 
intelligence move against the members and the group. 
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During the past year the Aware groups have not been 
able to raise funds in order to sponsor speakers or to carry 
on a successful demonstration at the campus or within the 
Columbia, S. C., area. For instance, in 4/68 they had planned 
a demonstration at Ft. Jackson, S. C. , however, due to a lack 
of funds and interest on the part of the members, they decided 
not to go through with the demonstration. During the investigation 
of the Aware group it is noted that several of the former members 
* have been active in the UFO Club in Columbia, S. C., which is 

a coffeehouse set up to attract soldiers from Ft. Jackson, S. C., 
for the purpose' of providing alternatives to military environ- 
ment, as well as provide legal counseling to the military 
personnel. 

Regarding potential counterintelligence action 
against the New Left organizations the Columbia Division plans 
to continue its efforts to cause dissension within the Aware 
group in an effort to disrupt any concrete plans they may 
develop to demonstrate for various causes in Columbia, S. C. 

It is also felt through dissension the group will not be able 
to form a SSOC or SDS group at the University. 

The Columbia Division will remain alert for any 
information in the Aware group at the University of South 
Carolina or the SSOC group at Furman University which could 
be capitalized on by the Bureau for disruption of their group 
and dissension between members. The Columbia Division believes 
an effective program can be worked through furnishing information 
to the Columbia PD concerning known members who are having 
”pot parties" at various residences off campus and possibly 
lead to tteir arrest by the PD. Recently it was ascertained 
that during the past year that various members of the group 
had held such parties. It is known that if a student is 
convicted of a charge of using marijuana or other drugs, 
efforts will be made by the Security Officer at University 
of South Carolina to have the student dismissed from school. 

Ano_ther_program that, could be .used is a local column 
appearing in The Record," a Columbia, S. C., evening newspaper 
referred to as the "Live Wire,/' For the information of the 
Bureau, this column contains telephonic questions called into 
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the newspaper either by name or unnamed individuals who 

request answers to their questions. The "Live Wire" editor 

will then attempt to obtain the information and print the 

answer directly below the question asked. It is believed 

that through established sources this column could be used 

to advantage by the Bureau to embarrass the New Left organizations. 

# Information recently received indicated that a member 

of SSOC in the Columbia Division was possibly using a fictitious 
telephone credit card to make long distance telephone calls. 

The Columbia Division furnished this information to the Bureau 
and presently is conducting investigation to determine if there 
is possibly a Federal or state violation involved. 

The Columbia Division will continually attempt to 
uncover situations and activities on the part of the New Left 
movement which would possibly lead to members being in violation 
of a Federal or state law. 

As previously stated, several members of the Aware 
group are now active in the UFO type coffeehouses in Killeen, 

Texas, and Waynesville, Mo. The Columbia Division has opened 
an active investigation on the UFO Coffeehouse in Columbia 
and the employees involved in its operation. Information 
from various sources indicate that users of marijuana have also 
been visiting the UFO Club in addition to the soldiers from 
ft. Jackson and the individuals of draft age. It is believed 
that the club could be made ineffective through furnishing 
information to a police officer who is a close Bureau friend 
on the Columbia PD and suggest that the PD may want to request 
the Army to place the. club_of f_ limits. This would defeat the 
employment of various members of Aware and possibly cause a 
/large financial loss to the backers of the coffeehouses located 
;,in Columbia and other various cities near military bases. 

Another possibility for counterintelligence operations 
is through the local office of the Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO) . The Director and Assistant Director of OEO in Columbia 
are extremely cooperative and have stated they would assist ' 
the Bureau in any way they can. Through their work they have 
close contact with all slum areas within the city and are in 
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jthe position to learn of any racial group or New Left $ 

^organizations attempting to organize the individuals * 

residing in this area for possible demonstrations. They 
are constantly on the alert for agitators within these 
areas and will take whatever action necessary to keep them 
out of the slum areas. 

The Columbia Division presently does not have a 
Key Activists in the New Left movement organizations. 

As per instructions in referenced letter, the 
Columbia Division will submit a status letter on 7/1/68 
setting forth information requested.
